THE PFOPLE ASTIR POR THE DAY. 

The family at the cottage were astir as the morn- 
Ipgtouched eight o'clock, and correspondents 
and guests were moving atthe hotel. The moun- 
gin trains at six o'clock had begun bringine up 
ihe people, and every hour thereafter the little 

gine drew up at the depot. The funeral 
@r to carry the remains from the mountain 
b Sarstogacame up eerly, and lay waiting the 
muden itshou d carry. The bustle of the active 
¢ey has begun early,and when it was eight o’clock 
the sun had cleared a way for itself. The clouds 
bad suiled away tothe mountains across the yal- 
ley, and the plain ‘ay bright and fresh and green 
beneath the voice of the cannon’s echo like rat- 
Hing thunder iu a forest below. Last night the 
family, in a group end alone, had taken their final 
fereWell of the remains of the dead general, and 
today they give up his body to 
the nation. At Dine o'clock the family, 
with the exception of Mrs. Giant, repaired to the 
hote] for breakfast Ou their return Colonel 
Grapt and his wife and Mrs Sartoris paused upon 
the ridge at the rear of the cottage and among the 
pines to scan the brigh. picture of the mountain 
anc val.ey, then finally entered the cottege, and 
Preparations were begun for the funeral journeys 
At balf-past § o’clock the doors of the Grant ecot- 
lage had been thrown open, anda stream of yisit- 
# poured iv steadily for over an hour, 

THE SERVICES ON THE MOUNTAIN, 

About ¥ o’clock the bead of a longline of bue- 
er, wegons, ompibusses and various kinds of 
thicles appeared climbing up the steep incline, 
ar the eastern outlook, and soon the area in the 
Weinity of the cottage was thronged with horses 
iid wagons, and farmers with their wives and 
Mmilies At9:30 a train of two cars brought 
eneral Hancock and a number of distinguished 
vaitors, two companies of the Twelfth regulars 
king drawn up iv @ line to receivethem.

And who shou!d marvel thatin a home ofsnch 
r+rer tege that parental love and filial affection 
should reign supreme. He referred to General 
Grent’s reverence forreligion and devout piety. 
He was a man of prayer, hesraid. but not a bigot. 
He wes without prejudice. He claimed that pub- 
lic «@ucation should be non sectarian, but not 
non religious. His DesMoines pub'ie speech on 
ec ucetion was not agaiustthe Roman Catholic 
church. but against ignorance and superstition. 
jhe order issued curing the war, excluding cer 
téin Jewish traders from a given military district, 
d.d not originate with him, but came from higher 
authority, and was pot sgainst the religion 
Ly the Jews, After referring to General Grant's 
closing hours at Mt McGregor, Dr Newman closed 
+s follows: *“‘All were wetchers on that memora- 
ble night.

Thefr notes have reached our general's 
esr.” He has gone to join the triumphant host 
‘Tis morning in beaven!”’ 

At the conclusion of tre discourse, the hymn, 
‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,”’ was rendered very im- 
prersively by the. corgregation, The services 
ended with the benediction. After the services 
there was a general movement of the people to- 
ward the cottage to get a final look at the corpse, 
but it was not deemed advisable to admit anyone 
in view of the tect that it was near time for the 
funeral train to start. Generals Sherman and 
Hancoi k and Senator Evarts left the balcony to- 
gether. Mrs. Grant had concluded not to go with 
the funeral train, but to wait until four o'clock, 
when she and the other Jadies of the family will 
leave for Faratoga, and thence will go direct to 
New Yor:, 

REMOVED TO THE TRAIN. 


The creat crowd that attended the services at 
the cottage remained to see the body brought out 
by the main entrance. It was borne down the 
steps by the Grant port of Brooklyn, compesed of 
thirteen veterans, and wes preceded by a detach- 
ment of soldiers and two buglers 
pleying the dead March in Saul 
Genera! Sherman and Colorvel Fred Grant and 
Jesse and Ulysses Gra? t waiked as couples in ad- 
vance. Then came General Frederick Dent, broth- 
er of Mrs. Grant, and Dr, Sharpe, brother-in-law 
oi Mrs. Grant, General J. A. J. Cresswell and the 
Mexican minister, Senor Romero. A detachment 
ot artillery, with arms reversed, marched as in- 
fentry. General Hancock and staff,Senators Evarts 
and Miller, General Horace Porter, Thomas P. 
Ochiltree, of Texas; Dr, Douglas, General Rufus 
Ingalls, Admiral Rowan and many friends of the 
dead general followed. The mountain train waited 
at the little rustic depot. There were seven Cars. 
Next the engine, the funeral car, with open sides 
and e solid massing of black drapery, 
wee waiting its burden. Next in the train 
wes the car “Eastern Lookout,’’ being the same 
in which General Grant went upthe mountain 
just seven weeks ago today. The transfer from 
the cottage t© the train was accom plished without 
difficulty, The representatives of the military 
present were General W. 5 Hancock,General W. T. 
Sherman, General Rufus Ingalls, General B. A. 
Perry, Colonel Sutherland, Colenel John P, Nich- 
olecn, Licutenant-Colone! Finley Anderson, Cap- 
tein G. 8.1L. Ward, Captain John H. Meeks and 
Lieutenant Eugene Griffin. The guard of houor

— AWAY FROM MOUNT M'GREGOR. 

At lo’clock the order to start was given. En- 
gineer Martin shut all the steam from thecylinder, 
and the train, standing a8 it did upon grade, 
slowly etarted(by its own weight down the 
mountain . The b'uffs and ridges on each side of 
the track were densely ,thronged with people. 
The grove south cf the cottege, where tbe gen- 
era)’s little grendchildren played, was alive with 
spectators. Every fock, every jutting point,every 
yentege ground, was occupied. But from all the 


throng, standing uncovered in the afternoon sun- 
light, no sound escaped. The mountain was 
hushed and still, except for the heavy guns bid- 
ding ferewell. It was a funeral occasion. It was 
adeath scenein sunshine, Slowly the little en- 
gine started, but quichly it felt the impetus of 
the descent. Engineer Martin touched the lever 
ol ihe air brekes, end the little guage needle 
sprang to indicate five and then 
ten pounds pressure on the whole 
of the train.. Out upon the forest 
biuffof the mountain, and clear of the forests, 
crept the little engine,and the train trailed around 
the cui ve where seven weeks before General Grant 
alive bad turned to view the same sweep of valley 
and mountain, with Saratoga lake glistening in 
the sunlight ten milesaway., And today as the 
train rounded this outlook, the general’s sons 
gazed upon the sceme, and mayhap thought of 
otber days as compsred with this. Then the nar- 
row track creeps down across the tresties and 
through the glens, and the branches of trees 
brushed the car of death, and shrubbery reached 


, uptotouch the fluttering black that enveloped 


the car in which rece the remains and guard of 
bonor. Again the little engine lead its 
procession - of cars out upon the 
bluff whence the same view referred 
to was seen from the opposite side of the train, 
fweeping about curve after”"curve to right and 
left. The train passed slowly down the mountain 
while the quiet engineer constantly had his hand 
on the lever of the air brakes. At jength the last 
turn was rounded on the lower slope of the moun- 
tain, and the sharpest grade was entered straight 
way—242 feet.to the mile. The. engineer, alert 
very inst ant, drew the little lever, and the gauge 
needle crept up to 20 and 80 pounds pressure on 


the wheel. The train rolled on towards the plain 
steady and trne. 


CANNON BOOMS TO CANNON. 

Away upon the mountain, by the famous east- 
ern loorout, yet now in fu)l view, there was a puff 
of white smoke. In an instant the sound of 
booming cannon echoed in the trees and rattled 
a volley of little echoes down across 
the plein. The artillery men were yet bidding their 
farewells. The little villageaf Witon was reached, 
and on the platform a few hundred villagers si- 
lertly saw the train passe through with uncoy- 
ered heads. The level plain wasreached, and the 
descent had been safely accomplished. Seven 
level miles lay between the train and Saratoga, 
The speed was alittleincreased, Thefarmers and 
their families stood near, or sat upon the farm 
fences to see the train thet bore the dead ex-presi- 
dent. Aksin the canpon on the mountain spoke 
out overtbe valley, but only the edge of its echo 
reechbed the moving train. The spires of Saratoga 
were coming in view, and from that direction 
came the dul] booming sound of cannon planted 
half a mile out of the village beside the Mt. Mc 
Gregor track. Soon this -attery was reached, and 
yassed,"its bresscuns saluting the train on its 
passage. The last curve wes rounded, and the 
train straightened away. Parallel with the tracks 
ofthe Deiaware and Hudson, on the tracks of 
which, jnst porth of the Mt. McGregor depot, the 
funeral train of the New York Central road was 
waiting, while thousands of persons were being 
held back by the military 

TRANSFERRED TO THE NEW YORK CENTRAL. 

The mountain train drew up alongside the other 
trainard stopped. There were nine cars in the 
New York Centra] train. Ergine No. 210 
of the Delaware and Hudson, with 
Engineer Fisher in the cab, was at the front. Next 
came the funeral car ‘‘Woodlawn,’’ The other 
cars were occupied as follows:

The remains were lifted in silence by the guard 
of honor to the car ‘‘Woodlawn,’’ which was 
draped with bom bazine and hung 
with flags, and the funeral parties 
were tra: sferred to their respective 
care. wohich were al) trimmed in plain black, with 
plaited bombazine. The Brooklyn guardof honor 
and thesix menof the Loyal Legion with a de- 
tachment of the regulars, ertered the dead car, 
also .wo men of the Wheeler Post,G. A. B. Soon 
after two o’clock Superintendent Voorhees bade 
Conductor Thornton give the sigra! fto start,and 
the impressive end heavy train moved through 
the throng and away from Saratoga. 

THE DRAPERY OF THE TRAIN, 

ALBANY, N. Y., August 4.—Toallon board the 
Grant funeral train, the beautiful drapery of the 
cars was a subject ofcomment. No woodwork ex- 
cept the sashes‘of the windows was visible. The 
engine tender wes draped with plaited black ra- 
diating from rosette centers. The sides of the cab 
were covered in like manner. Black cleth was 
draped from the boiler rails andthe front was 
fixed with taste. Thefuneral car, ‘‘Woodlawn,’’ 
was plaited in panels and center, and the nation- 
al fiag was festooved gracefully, but so that there 
was no fluttering. The othercars were not so 
elaborately finished, but all were draped with 
good taste. 2,700 yardsof cloth were used. The 
train bad been prepared under the direction o! 
Mr. D. W. Kendrick, general passenger agent o‘ 
the New York Central road, who will 
accom peny the train to New York. Asthe train 
moved from Saratoga the sons of General Grant in 
their car referred in conversation with each other 
to the accuracy and delicacy of detatiin the pre- 
paration of the funeral tran. The starting of the 
trein from Saratoga wes almost imperceptible, so 
easily wasit done At the rate o! eight or ten 
miles per hour the train moved ewvstward out of 
seratoga. At every street crossing, On every vVe- 
rerdah end balcony, al) vantage ground for ob- 
servation wes taken up. Surrogate Peters, of 
Saretoya ccunty, hed draped his handsome 
cottage and lawn tei t looped with 
mourning, avd made a strangefeffect upon the 
smooth turf. The bells in the steeples of Sarato- 
ca tolied as the black train trailed slowly ont of 
the villege toward Albany. The clock tower dial 
in Saratoga indicated 2:10 o’clock, as the train 
passed through thesuburbs. Twenty five minutes 
later the train pulled slowly in Ballston. On the 
outskirts a mapufacturing establishment was be- 
reit‘of its hundreds of employes, They had 
mounted the fence near the track,and there 
watched the train as it passed to the streets of the 
town, while about the depot were throngs of men 
and women, The church belle were slowly toll- 
ing and a field piece near the Edepot! saluted 
the trein. High street was passed 
at 2:37 p. m., and the East Line four minutes later 

AROUND THE CASKET 

The train was quickening its speed. In the 
nneral car the U 8.Grant post, whe were with 
the remains, were mounting guard at the casket. 

The remains rested upon a black dais, and the 
compartment in which they lay comm unicate1 
with the main saloon by folding doors, which 
wereopen. Thedoorsat theside of the funeral 
compartment were also open, and the afternoon 
sunlight shone upon the royal purple velvet and 
silver mountings of the casket. The first, and 
ee ch succeedirg detail mounted on guard, consis- 
ted of two menofthe U. 8. Grant post. One 
stood with folded arms at the 
bead of the casket, and the others at the 
foct. The first guard '’mourted as Baliston was 
being passed, consisted of Jemes B. Howard and 
George W. Brush. Round Lake, Bev. Dy New- 
man’s summer home, was pested st 2:48 o'clock. 
The depot platform, fences and fronts of the cot- 
taze in the grove were black with mourning 
Grepery. The resident population of the resort 
formcda lines of uncovered heeds on esch side of 
the tracks. and screm of mourving were fluttered 
by many ladies in the throng as the sombre traia 


moved by. The hamlet of Coons was left behind 
at 2:55 o’cloek, and Mechanicsville was only five 
minutes abead. The sound of the village bells came 
faintly above the rumble of the train, and signs 
of grief were displayed. Here, as the train rolled 
op, H. W, Knight and 0. W. McKelvy relieved the 
first guerd Getailat the casket in the funeral car. 
Waterford Junction was passed at 3:14, and be- 
tween there and West Waterford, which was three 
minutes beyond, the train going in an opposite 
direction slowed and halted as the funeral train 
approached, and when the remains had passed, 
egain progeeded. Apparently, Cohoes, at 3:22, 
when the black train rolled through, had emptied 
its factorigés and workshops, its stores and its 
homes, and everybody had crowded to the track 
and near-by buildings to see the train that bore 
the dead general and ex president.

at 8:40 o’eloek on time as per special schedule. 
Superintendent Voorhees, ef the Delaware and 
Hudson canal company, stepped dowa from the 
cab of the engine. 

“From the first movement of i the 
train {from ‘Seratoga to  fthis in- 
stant,”” hé remarked to one who had riden on 
the train. “You have heard no sound from bell 
or whistie”’ It was true. The mournful train 
had covered miles from the «tart without the 
shriek of a whistle or the clang of a bell, and that 
was why the superintendent rode upon the en- 
gine. Mrs. Grant and other lJadies of the family 
did not acrompany the remains of General Grant 
to this city. 

THE PROCESSION IN ALBANY. 

The crowd was dense about the railroad depot 
when thefuneral train arrived. The remains 
havirg been deposited on the funera) car, it was 
drawn out into Spencer street, where it was 
flanked by company ‘‘A,’’ Fifth Artillery, and 
company E, Twelfth Infantry, commanded" by 
Colonel W.B. Beck and Major Brown respectively. 
The grand army men guarded the remains, and 
the posts of honor and four men of the Tenth bat- 
talion were mounted at each cornerof the cata- 
falgue. Generai Hancock and staff filed out into 
Spencer street, where the general mounted a 
powerful black horse, splendidly caparisoned. 
The orgapizations to take part in the procession 
were waiting in the streets along the lineof march 
end took their assigned positions in the proces. 
sion as the head moved on,There were 4,311 men 
in the procession.” Many companies®outside of Al 
beny end its vicinity were present. There were 
over nine hundred Grand Army men in line. The 
column Was in divisions, the last one being mainly 
mutical. The column moved through North 
Pearl t@ State, to Eagle street, to Washington 
avenue; t6 Knox _ strect,“""to”” State 
street to the capitol. There General 
Hancock dismounted and retired, and the remains 
were deposited beneath the great catafalque in 
the senate corridor. Before being so placed, the 
body was conveyed to a private room in the capil 
tol builcing, where the undertakers and the em- 
balmers removed the lid of the casket to inspect 
the body and learn its condition after the journey 
from the mountain, They said they found the 
remainsjin excel'ant condition. The public was 
admitted finally abeut 5 o’clock, being permitted 
to walk two abreast on each side of the casket, 
which lay on aninclined dais. Seven thousand 
for hundred persons viewed the remains the first 
hour. The U. 8. Grant post. of Brooklyn, had 125 
men waiting here, and a detail of six men on each 
side of the casket kept the throng moving, while 
H. B. Armsbee, of Wheeler post, Saratoga, 
and Post Assistant Paymaster Gilbert 
A. Robinson, of the Royal Legion, were the guard 
of honor at the footand head of the casket res- 
pectively. The details for guard duty will be re. 
lieyed by the mem bers of their respective organi. 
zations at intervals of three hours each, until the 
remains are again moved. The body will lie in 
state in the capitol until 10:30 tomorrow, 
when the doors will be closed. At 11:30 
the faneral procession will be again 
formed. The remains will be transfcrred from 
the catafalque to the funeral car at the State 
street entrance of the capito), and will be escorted 
to the Central railroad depot at 12:20p. m. The 
pilot engine will leave Albany ten minutes ahead 
of the schedule for the funeraltrain. The funeral 
train will leave the depot here at 10:30 p. m., 
arriving at the Grand Central depot in New York 
at 5p. m., according to the published schedule, 

THE ACTION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

The proceedings by the two houses of the legis- 
lature were not of long duration. Shortly after 
2 o’clock the senators began to assemble in the 
court of appeals chamber.

' Old Abby 

Lonpon, August4—The Grant memorial ser- 
vice in Westminster abbey this afternoon was an 
imporing event added to his memory of England.

The funeral address delivered by Canon Farrar 
was the most impressive, and was listened to in 
almost breathless silence.

Fight years have not passed since the late Dean 
Stenley, whom Americans loved and honored, 
wss walkiug around this abbey with General 
Giant, explaining its wealth of great memoriais. 
Neither of them had nearly attained the allotted 
span of human life. Both might have hoped that 
many years would elapse before descending to the 
giave full of yearsand honors. This is only the 
fourth summer since Dean Stan ey fell asleep. To 
day we assemble at the obsequies of the great sol- 
dier, whose sun set while it was yet day, and at 
whose funeral service in America tens of thou:

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THBCATTL®S’ MUST GO. 


Cattle Men Endeavor to Make the Preat- 
dent Grantan Extension, 

Wasnineton, August 4.—A delegation of 
representative cattle men called on the presi- 
dent this afternoon, and presented a memorial 
in bebalf of the lessees of the lands in the 
Cheyenne and Arrapahoe reservations, Indian 
territory, asking that they be allowed until 
spring to remove their cattle, which number 
250,000. The memorial calls attention to the 
investment in the range improvements, fenc- 
ing, corrals, etc., which, together with the 
cattle, make an aggregate investment of over 
$7,000,000, and says that it is absolutely 
impossible to secure lands and move 
the cattle in the time allowed. Major Moore, 
representing the business men of Kansas 
City, presented a number of resolutions 
adopted at a receat meeting held in that 
city. 

Dr. Morrison Mumford, editor of the Kansas 
City Times, was introduced to the president 
as one who had always opposed the leasing of 


lands, He said that he had been opposed to 
such practices, and was opposed to 
them now, but the business interests 
demanded that consideration shouid be givea 
to men who were thus forced to leave the res- 
ervations. Kaneas City would be injured by 
such removal, and he feared thata panic 
would be the result of the immediate intorce- 
ment of the order. 

‘“‘Thia application, as | understand it,” said 
the president after Dr. Mumford had seated 
bimself, “is thet the cattle be allowed to re- 
main on the reservation until nexé spring.” 

Cc’ neleDenman, representing one of the 
lar;:-* ranches on the reservation, replied: 
“W. vill move at once, and make such 
prog. 8 le we can. We ask 
tim: ontil epring in which to finish 
the bi ness. Weare determined to get out 
arsiast ia we can.” 

‘There is one point that seems to escape your 
attention, gentlemen,” the president said. 
“That point is before my eye, and it is the 

ublic interest. We have lately seen what 
ears can be created by thirty or forty Indians, 
Within two hours aletter has come to my 
desk fromthe governor of Kansas, urging that 
the troops ov the border of that state should 
not be withdrawn. The highest officer in the 
army, one experienced in Indian affairs, re- 
ports the situation in the territory, and says 
that the cause of irritation is the presence of 
cattlemen. A section of the country 
containing four and a quarter millions 
of acres was set apart for the Indians. Onl 
one-tenth, four hundred thousand acres, is left, 
They are crowded down in the agencies. Some 
of this may have been secured with the con- 
sent of the Indians. It is af youre tome, as 
it is to you, that this state of aflairs cannot 
continue. Two interests are in conflict. Which 
shall giveway? On one side we have public 
peace, public security and the safety of lives, 
On the other side are your interests. The 
former, gentlemen ’must be considered, though 
private interests suffer, The question of put- 
ting off this removal until next spring is inad- 
missable. The order cannot be modified. I want 
to eee some diligence in complying with the 
order. Twelve days have passed. Precious 
time is lost. Effort was made after the order 
was issued to secure an exteusion of time. A 
dispatch was sent saying in the most positive 
terms that the order would not be modified. 
Here you are, after twelve 
days have assed. If any 
nn. is shown it must be an application 
in specific cases, with evidence that an effort 
has been made to comply with the order. If 
our interests lead you outof the territery 
insteed of in, 1 cannot help but think you 
would fina some way out in the specified 
time. I wish you would co-operate and take 
beed and try to getj the cattle off. 
argument will induce me to 
what has been done. Some 
inconvenience will no doubt follow, but there 
1@ an interest greater than yours which must 
receive attention” 
The delegation, upon the conclasion of the 
president’s reply, left the executive mansion. 
“There is cold comfortin his order,” said 
one of the most prominent cattle men, as he 
walked through the white house grounds to 
the street. 
“We walked up and we walked down,” re- 
plied another. 
A majority of the delegation started for 
home tonight. They are unanimous in the 
expression thatthe cattle cannot be moved 
witbin the forty days limit without great 
peeubiary loss.

Asis his custom, he looked 
everywhere, not even forgetting to look up- 
ward, and in the steeple of the church he 
beheld a sight that caused his puise 
to. quicken and his feet to refuse to 
earry bim further. Near the top,a man was 
standing inthe open window, out of which the 
biv bell eende its call to Sabbath services, The 
men swesed to end fro, as if asleep or drunk, His 
bold ugon the window frame seemed slight, aud 
Lieutenant Wood expected every moment to see 
him fall headlong 1. pon the stone steps below. 

“Hold on!’ shouted -Lieutenant Wood, “hold 
on' l’mcoming to your help!”’ 

He then ran up to the church, and, entering the 
steeple, Climbed rapidly tothe top, The man was 
still ip the window, seemingly uncertain what to 
Ao. Lieutenant Weod gresped him by the arm 
“end foreed him to deseend. It was tedions end 
dengerous work, but the descent was safely ac- 
complished, 

Onee ontside of the steeple Lieutenant Wood 
@iseovered that the rian was e youn fellow well 
gnown in Macon, who, unfortunately, is given to 
herd drinking. He was then under the infiuence 
of liquor, and when fsked why be had climbed uv 
into the steeple rfplied too incoherently to be 
nnderstood. Afterfmuch skaking and some walk- 
ing up and down in front of the church, the 
young man became somewhat sober, and 
said that he bad gotten into the steepie without 
kpowing where he was or what he wes doing. He 
begged Lieutenant Wood not to tell anybody 
ebout his escapade, and solemnly promised to quit 
drinking.

CIRCU MUSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 


ite Uncertainty Demonetrated in Rockdale 
County. 

CovineTos, Ga, August 4 —[Special }—The un- 
certainty of circumstantial evidence was clearly 
illustrated fm the trial of Dave Marks, b2fore Jag 
tices Harris and Hays, on yesterday. The defend- 
ant was charged with Jarcepy from the bouse, 
under the following circumstances: A fewnights 
ego the smokehouse of Mr Joseph Sockwell was 
raided, and quite an amount of meat, consisting 
of hams. shoulders and middlings, was stolen 
therefrom The buggy in which it was removed, 
was tracked in the direction of 
Dave's house, Upon learning that he 
hed a quantity of meat similar 
to that stolen. Mr. Sockwell obtained a search 
warrant and, accompanied by an officer, a search 
of Deve’s house was made and a piece of what ap- 
peared to be shoulder meat with the blade bonéin 
it was found. It hed the imprint of a corn cob, 
clearly defined, vpon the skin parto! it. Onthe 
trial of the case Mr. Soekwell swore that it was his 
practice to salt down bis meat on cobs, and he was 
satisfied the piese in evidence was apart of that 
stolen from him, The defendant claimed that it 
was pot slonider meat but a piece of “jole’’ 
boveht by him from his landlord, Mr. William 
Adams. 

Now comes the strange part the case. Mr. 
Acams testified that a few days before search was 
instituted be bead sold to Davea “‘jole,’’ and ex- 
bibited to ihe court another one from his smoke- 
house, on whieh there appeared an imprint ofa 
eorneob. In the opinion of the court the guilt or 
innocence of the prisoner depended upon whether 
the piece oi bone in the meat found in Dave's 
house was of the jaw or shoulder blade. All who 
examined the meat were of the opinion it 
was n part of a shoulder, except 
Mr. Adams, who pronounced it “jole’’ meat. 
Fivelly Dr. J. A. Wright was called in asan expert, 
and under consent of Mr Adems and by request 
of the court, used his knifein dissection of both 
pieces aud pronounced them similar, and as being 
parts of tbe jole. Rather strange coincidence that 
two of our faimers, living fifteen miles apart, 
should both pack away their meat on carncods, 
and perbaps the only two in the county.

Proceeding, Dr. Felton said that in his 
epeech s few minutes previously he had said

any one or any place. 

_MR, BUTT, OF MARION,

The senate met at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning and was called to order by President 
protem Davidson. After prayer by Rev. 
John Jones, chaplain of the senate,the journal 
wees read and adopted. 

Hon. Richard Johnson, Solicitor General 
Thos. W. Grimes and Judge Thos. Whitaker 
were invited to seats with the senate. 

Senator Wilcox was granted a leave of ab- 
sence. 

Discussion of the general local option bill 
was resumed, with Senator Davidson on the 
floor. 

Mr. Davdison opened his remarke by stating 
that he had obtained the opinions of ex-Presi- 
dent Henry F. Campbell of the American 
medical association, upon the 
subject of prohibiting the use 
of whisky, brandy, wine, ete., 
for medicinal purposes, also of President Fos- 
ter, of the Georgia medical society. These 
opinions were embraced in letters which were 
sent to the secretary’s desk and read. 

The letters read are as tollows: 

AvcustTa, Ga,, August 1, 1885. Hon. John 5. 
Davidson, Serate of Georgia—Dear sir: At your 
request I cordia/ly but only briefly, give my esti- 
mate as to the value of alcoholic stimulants, as 
remedicai sgents. In the first place I must 
ray that the medical applications of this class of 
agents bave been tooo ten brougkt into relation 
with them when corsidered as stimulating bevyer- 
ages and intoxicants. Tuey shouid not, in my 
opinion, be discussed in such a confusing relation 
apy more than we should _ reflect upon 
opium as a medical agent, aud 
opium as the basis or subject ofa deplorable habit 
Like epium, however, i: must be admitted by all 
who seta high value on both these civsses of re- 
mecial egents, alcoholic stimulants loosely, 
thoughtiessly or unconscienclously prescribed, 
may lay the foundation of a habit and awaken an 
appeiite even more depiorable and infinitely more 
liable to result in widespread evil and distress. 
AS ev advocate of the cause of temperance, and as 
one earnestly desirous in the furtherance ofauny 
judicious measure for the restrictions, and if pos- 
siple, the stamping out of a great evil, I have felt 
it incumbent upon me to make 
the distinction above presente 1. 


- Strictly as remedial agents, then, I regard alco- 


holicstimulants, as brandy, whisky aud many of 
the wines, in the same lightasI do respectively 
opium, quinine and many other prominent agents 
in frequent use as of high importance to the 
physician. In many couditions of disease they 
are of indispensable value, and so far, have not 
been so fortunate, as certain members of the pro- 
fession Claim, as to recognize any adequate substi- 
tute for this class of stimulants in the treatment 
of the particular morbid condition referred to, 
Claiming fer this class of remediesin their proper 
application as above, great value and efficiency, 
I would earnestly deprecate and oppose aay leg 
isletion tending to deprive the medical practi- 
tiene: of his rightful privilege of prescribing 
these or any otber remedial agents now knowa, 
or herealter to be discovered. I am, dear s'r, 
with bigh-estecm, your friend and_obetent sery- 
apt, HENRY FF.

Mr. Northen arose and said that he had the 
highest respect for the opinions of Dra. Camp- 
bell and Foster, but that he had a conversa- 
tion with a gentleman whom he believed was 
the secretary of the state medical association, 
and had been told by that person to vote for 
prebibition. He believed that the represen- 
istives of medical science could find a substi- 
tute for whisky, if the necessity was forced 
upon them. 

Mr. Davidson addressed the senate upon 
the amendment proposed by him to allow 
pbysicians to prescribe spirituous liquors in 
cases of sickness. He thought that the law 
might be violated in some instances, but 
believed that the good that would result 
would overcome the evils that it was claimed 
would be perpetrated by giving the physi- 
cians the privilege to use whisky,brandy, etc. 
in their practice. 

Mr. Tigner said that ifthe bill was passed 
without the amendment the temperance cause 
would have arrayed against it the entire med- 
ical profession. He favored the amendment, 
es he believed that pure alcohol could not be 
#0 ministered in cases of illness. 

Mr. Allen argued against the adoption of 
the amendment. He was opposed to taking 
the whisky traffic away from _ the 
saloon keepers and giving it to the drug 
stores. Hethoughtthatif it was necessary 
to prescribe whisky the physicians could buy 
their own stills and make their own whisky. 
He did not know whata still costs, but he 
believed that a physician could either buy 
one or that several of them livingin a com- 
munity could club together and put up one 
to make their own whisky or brandy. 

The amendment of Mr. Davidson to section 
8 of the bill allowing druggists to a & sup- 
ply of spirituous liquors in stock, so that they 
ceu be had upon the prescription of a physi- 
cian, was adopted by a vote of 19 to 18. 

Mr. Bristow offered an amendment that the 
druggists be compelled to keep pure spirits, 
Adopted. 

Mr. Ray offered to further amend the section 
so that thé physicians and drugstores shall be 
subject P 3 any regulations of their city or 
ccunty authorities. The amendment wae 
advpted—yeas 18, nays 15. 

Mr. Smith, of the 32d, moved to amend the 
s«ciion so that a minor shall not be allowed to 
get whisky from a drugstore upon a posvete- 
tion, unless he be further authorized to get the 
fame upon an order from a parent or guardian. 
Voted upon and lost. 

Mr. Allen sent forward an amendment that 
he wanted ineerted inthe ninth section, re- 
quiring a physician, when he prescribed spir- 
itucus liquors, to state the nature of the dis- 
ease, and that nothing but*the prescription 
named would cure the patient, the prescrip- 
tion and declaration to be kept on file by the 
druggist who files the prescription. The 
amendment was lost by a vote ot 23 to 12. 

A vote on the adoption ofthe section was 
deferred owing to the absence of Mr. Ray, Mr. 
Macdox desiring to make a motion to recon- 
sicer the amendment offered by Mr. Ray and 
aaopted, and not wishing to dosoin the ab- 
sence of the introducer of the amendment. 

Section 9 was read as follows: “Be it fur- 
ther enacted, That no election shall be held 
under the provisions of this act for any county, 
city, town or other place in the state, where by 
law the sale ot spirituous liquors is already 
prohibited, eitber by high license, local option 
or otber legislation, so long as these local laws 
remain of force.”’ 

Mr. Maddox moved to amend the section, 
providing that no election shall be held in any 
city, town or county unde: the provisions of 
this bill within two years from the date of its 
enactment,where an election has already beea 
held upon the question of prehibiting the sale 
of liquor. Adopted. 

Mr. Thornton moved to strike out the sec- 
tion and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

‘‘That the provison of the act extend to all 
the counties of the state.” He said that in his 
opinicn that was the only way to make the 
bill constitutional. 

Pending the argument of the motion by Mr. 
Thornton to strike the ninth section from the 
bil), the senate adjourned.

The St. Louis Republican has an article on 
“The Globe Democrat and the Mexicans,”’

A federal sol- 
dier who was a printer went to work and set up 
anitem apnouncivg the changed condition of 
naflairs, slapped it into the form aud worked the 
edition off, selling it to the soldiers as a curiosity. 
The Herald says: “A perusal ofthe various arti- 
cles in the Vicksburg papetande a moment's re- 
tiection on the conditions existing at the time 
they were written and put into type will\cause 
surprisé in most minds at the absence of extreme 
bitterness or ferocity of expression. Thecity was 
closely invested On allsides, and for six weeks 
had been subjected to several assaults and contin- 
uous bombardment day and night. Its garrison 
and citizens were reduced to the last straits of 
hunger and destitution, and the great guns of the 
enemy were constantly approaching nearer and 
nearer, yet the tone oi this publication was 
even jpcular, and while th calam- 
ities 0! the people were lightly 
referred to, the union Commanders and troops 
werespoken of in terms anything but vicious.

The regiment had been stationed for several 
months at Camp Sedgewick, when it was ordered 
to Beaufort, South Carolina, Before its departure 
a grand dress parade was given. Grant was an- 
nounced to review the regiment, and as it was his 
first appearance after the unfortunate Stanton in- 
cident, care was taken to arrange for him 
such 5 reception as would cast the 
aspersions of President Johnson in 
the shade. Just as General Grant, accompanied 
by bis stafl, stepped forward to review the line, a 
carriage drove up and President Johnson alighted. 
Stepping up briskly to the reviewing party, he 
was at once accorded the front place,as command- 
er-in-chief of the army. It was readily seen that 
Johnson’s idea was to place Grant in the shade, 
The assembled crowds cheered alternately for the 
president and the general, while the gallant 
Twelfth stood silent at a “present arms’’ as the 
distinguished gentlemen passed down the line, 
This is believed to haye been the last time the 
two men ever met. 


Johnson and Grant were of notable appearance. 
Johuson bore a striking resemblance to John He 
James, only a little shorter and with broader 
shoulders. He looked every inch a man who loved 
the wrangle of debate. Grant, on the other hand, 
was of slight mold, asmal), pale face, well covered 
by short-cropped whiskers and looking more like 
George W. Adair thanany other man in Atlanta, 
It was plain to be seen that he was silent and taci- 
turn, but that he would hold on to anidealikea 
bull dog to the coat tail ofa little boy who did 
not succeed in getting up the tree in time. 


‘he old Twelfth went on its way tothe Carolinas 
One ofits first stops was at Weldon, North Carolina, 
then Charleston, Sonth Carolina: thence to Beau- 
fort. Everywhere was evidence of the terrible 
upheaval which the war between the states had 
produced. Thewhites were in fear, not knowing 
what was ahead of them, and almost hopeless of 
the future. The negroes, thrown upon theirown 
resources, were wild, unmanageable and the prey 
of the lowest.classof carpetbaggers and camp- 
followers. The nights, passed in fear of negro 
depredations, were long and frightful, if ever 
people were in desperation, harassed, bedevilled 
and tortured, it wasthe southern people of that 
day.

John Sherman and Charles Sumner, sitting by, 
indorsed Drake’s atrocious sentiments, In the 
other end of the capitol there stood npon the same 
day General Butler, who insnited not only the 
living, but crawled like a thing of s'ime into the 
erare.

He was 
the dam by which the tide was stopped, and when 
he went out of office he left behind him a renal- 
ted people, whose confidencein each other was 
rapidiy growing. 


One of the notable appointmenis made by /’res- 
ident Grant was that of General Longstreet to be 
surveyor of the port of New Orleans, The trip 
of General Longstreet through Virginia 
was more like a funeral procession than anything 
At every depot old soldiers would crowd 
around him as around one dying, and many wept 
as they contemplated their old commander as a 
renegade to his principles. The general seemed 
to feel the inconsistency of his position, and in the 
absence of a good excuse for his conduct gave none 
at all. 

“Ab, general,’’ said an old soldier as the Rapidan 
was crossed, “it were betterif we all had fallen 
here with the foe in our front.”’

ds te prevent.capital irom seeking investment 
in railroad enterprises in your state is a «question 
which does not admit of two opinions 
ere ig & very wide-spread prejudice in the 
minds of the business men of this country in 
fayorof being permitted to manage their own 
business in their own way. Forsunately the 
country is wide and its industries are young, 
affording ample opportunity for seeking enter- 
prises which are within the control of the investor. 
The compulsory surrender, therefore, of the bus- 
iness Of railroad companies to commissions, of 
whose impartiality, capacity or experience no 
nan can, be assured, is ste certain, if persisted 
in, f© put an end to railroad constructioa iu the 
states where such policy is maintained. 

it may be conceded that there have been, and 
will continue to be, cases of discrimination and 
overcharge upon the part of railroad companies 
but it is equally certain that persous injured 
tbereby have a full, adequate and complete rem- 
ecy in the courts of your state, where the proceed- 
ibgsare regulated by long established precedent, 
and where both parties to the controversy have 
ample opportunity to be heard. What is a 
reasonable charge for transportation, is mainly 
a judicial question, and to be compelled to 
submit it to the arbitrary judgment of a 
commission made upon ex parte hearing,or upon 
no hearing at all, and from whose decision there 
is nOappeal, is a species of tyranny to which pri- 
vate individuals would not long peaceably sub 
mit. It will not be pretended that there is any 
bias either in courts or juries in favor of railroad 
Com penten and against the people, so that there 
would seem to be no good reason for discriminat- 
ing #gainst railroad compauies in respect to the 
tribunalsto which they shall be compelled to 
submit their controversies. 

The people of the south, judging from the ex- 
pressions of their leading journals and public 
men, are indulging the hope that their section of 
the country is entering upon a new period of 
prosperity. Nothing can add toits realization 
more than the fairtreatment of capital already 
invested there. There is no disputing the fact that, 
from various causes, southern inyestments are 
looked upon by the general- public with 
disfavor, and nothing but a liberal 
policy, looking to the 
of enterprise requiring a large outiay of capital, 
maintained tor a considerable period of time, can 
be expected to suocced in establishing public con- 
fidence in the safety of investments in. your 
midst. Undoubredly there are great possibilities 
of development in agriculture, in mining and in 
menufactures, in the southern states, and cheap 
money, increased banking facilities and a friend 
ly spirit areall that are needed to develop them 
to asatisfactory outcome. 

I note what is said in the report of the commis- 
sion, sent me, in respect to the increase in rail 
road building in yeur state, since the establish- 
ment of the commission, but I beg fo eall your 
atiention to thé fact that such increase has been 
in spite of, rather than by reason of, the existence 
of Zhe commission. The boom, which com, 

nced in 1879 and practically terminated in 1882- 
gave birth to innumerable enterprises which were 
qpite independent of surrounding conditions. 
‘The percentage of increase in railroad building 
C teemg the five years beginning with 1579, over 
that of the-five preceding years, was phenomenal 
everywhere, buta slight examination will dis 
close the fact that such increase was far less in 
your state and section than in almost any section 
of the northern states. It is a matter of grave 
doubt whether, if, at the time those various rail- 
road commissions of the southern states had 
reached the point of arbitrary exaction at 
which they have since arrived, they wouid have 
been commenced atall. It is neediess to say that 
the days between 1579 and 1852 are past, and that 
from the present outlook we shail have to watt 
long before the history of those years repeats it» 
self in the present depressed condition of busi- 
ness there is little hope of the prosecution of new 
eliterprises except they be encouraged and fostered 
by a mest liberal and genereus public policy. 
Certainly no such result can be expected if they 
be hampered by hostile and arbitrary exactions, — 

In fair times and with fair‘treatment, the vari- 
ous railroad systems with which Iam connected, 
and in which I bayean interest, would feel com- 
pelled, intforder to perfect their respective sys- 
tems,to largely increase their mileage in your 
state and in other southern states. [ am unable 
to sry, however, that with their present views, 
and in fare of the fact that In numerous instauces 
we are now compelled to do transportation servi 
in your state at considerably less than its actu’ 
cost to that there is any prospect 4! 
msking auy additions to our roads in your secil: 
of the country. 

In closing this letter I shon!d do myse!f and your 
people an injustice ii I omitted to say that, per- 
sonsily, 1 Bave always been treated with every 
courtesy and consideration in my Dusiness 
and sociel intercourse in the soutb, and that 09 
man cherishes more than I do the hope of its early 
and continued prosperity and success.

The Dodd building, on the northwest -orner 
of Alabama and Pryor streets, was 
dameged by fire yesterday morning. 

The fire was detected at ten o’clock and 
forty minutes, and nearly an hour was con- 
sumed in extinguishing it. 

The Dodd building fs a large, handsome, five 


story structure. The lower or ground floor is 
used. by P. & G. T. Dodd as a wholesale 
grocery house, while the other four floors are 
occupied by the National- Surgical institute. 
The institute’s office, operating rooms, kitchen 
department and diningroom areloeated on the 
second floor. The engine room, tod, is on the

Geven'y Thousand People Review the Remains i 
Aivany—The Procession to New York City —

The miles of people which began passing the r¢ 
ywains of General Grant in-the senate corridor 
the capitol, when the doors were first thrown ope 
yesterday afternoon, bad not diminished at mid 
night lastnight. The solid line of visitors enterin 
from Washington avenue split at the foot of th 
casket, and in two files streamed ont throug 
the State street portals until one o’ele 
this morning. Showers fell, but the thronz 
had been maintained without diminution. Afte 
1 o'clock the crowds lessened, and at 2 o'clock th 
guards on duty by dhe coffin began to relax an 
stand at ease. After 2 o'clock the numbers wer 
less and less until, at 40o’clock, the throng ha 
sunk toa succession of stragglers. So few we 
there that more time was permitted t 
visitors to view the remair 
So there was a comparative respite until 5 o'clock 
when the stragglers were reinforced, and when 
was6 o'clock, 51,200 persons had viewed the <re 
mains, and a solid tide was again (oy 
ipg, and two streams oi visitors wer 
Aurgir< past the casket. The line ou 
side the capitol building increased with tt 
hours, until at 10 o'clock, the people, four abreas 
reaciicd down Washington avenue a fill block t 
where the coming throngs were formed in line b 
& Strong force of police. It is estimated that ove 
71,000 people Viewed the remains in Albany. 

THE CONDITION OF THE BODY. 

The undertakers and embalmers heving imme 
diate charge of the body of the dead general ar 
alert, and not aidittie anxious today. The joltin 
of the body over the cobblestone pavemenis on i 
passage to the capitol had no good effect. Th 
lower jaw of the general’s tace is being kept in 
place, it is believed, by strong rubber bands. The 
face has a ghastly appearance. Fverr effort and 
means kuown to their craft is being employed by 
the «mbalmers au¢€ undertakers to ‘preserve the 
remains in such condition as will make it both 
possible and proper to display the remains in New 
York. 

Those in charge say that there isno doubt but 
this will be done, but there is some grounds fo 
epprehension. The remains doubtiess will be 
displayed today in the city hall in New York; but 
obvious!y this iscontingent upon the care exer- 
cised iu trauspoiting the remains over the pave 
ments of New York. Atil0:3o’clock this morn 
ing the capitol doors were swung shut. A com 
pact lire of waiting visitors which extended over 
a block, was shut off thus, and those who had en 
tered were permitted to pass rapidly out when th 
State street doors were shut. None but the guar 
of honor from U. 8. Grant post, Wheeler post 
Saratoga, and six men of the military order of thé 
Loyal Legion, were allowed to remain. The un 
dertakers now took charge, and so far as possibi¢ 
prepared the remains for the last stage of the jour 
ney. Outside the capito! building in the park th 
military and other organizations, all of whict 
were named in yesterday’s dispatches, wer 
lormine at their stations, and many companic 
were filing to side streets, whence to move ai tb 
word of command. 

THE DEPARTURE FROM ALBANY, 

It was half past eleven when the great 
the capitolswung openon the State street sid 
and a guard of hovor from the U.S. Grant pos 
were seen by the waiting crowds with the remain 
inside ithe corridor. At this moment the funer 
procession was formed on Stat 
street with the right of th 
first division resting on Eagle street; the secon 
division on State street, with the right resting o 
Eagle street, and the third division on the sout! 
side of State street. Slowly, aadjto the strains © 
the trumpets the reguiars and the guard 6 
henor moved out into the sunligh
